S.O. 704(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) hereinafter referred to as the said Act, the Central Government hereby consti¬ 
tutes an Authority to be known as the Environmental Impact Assessment Authority for the National Capital Region, 
consisting of the following members for a period of two years on and from the date of publication of this notification 
in the Official Gazette, namely:— 

(1) . —Chairman 

(A Retired Judge of the High Court to be appointed by the Central Government) 

(2) Chairman , —Member 

Central Pollution Control Board, 

Delhi. 

(3) The Chief Regional Planner, —Member 

National Capital Region Planning Board 

New Delhi. 

(4) The Secretary to the Government of —Member 

National Capital Territory of Delhi, 

Department of Environment 
Delhi. 

(5) The Secretary to the Government of —Member 

Uttar Pradesh, Department of Environment, 

Lucknow. 

(6) The Secretary to the Government —Member 

of Rajasthan, Department of Environment, 

Jaipur. 

(7) The Secretary to the Government of Haryana, 

Department of Environment, —Member 

Chandigarh. 

(8) Shri P.M. Ansari, -Member-Secretary 

Senior Environmental Engineer, 

Central Pollution Control Board, 

Delhi. 

2. The Authority shall exercise the following powers and perform the following functions, namely:— 
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(i) exercise of powers under section 5 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for issuing direc¬ 
tions and for taking measures with respect to matters referred to in clauses (i), (iii), (iv), (v), 
(vi), (viii), (ix), (x) and (xii) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the said Act; 

(ii) to survey the whole area comprising of 315 hectares situated in South Delhi proposed for Inter¬ 
national Hotels Complex from point of view of environment protection and to carry out the 
environmental impact assessment of the area; 

(iii) to deal with the environment protection issues arising out of the project pertaining to the Inter¬ 
national Hotels Complex or any other project which the Delhi Development Authority or any 
other Authority may initiate in future; 

(iv) to lay down the procedure for actions to be taken under (i) to (iii) above; 

(v) to comply with the orders issued by any of the High Courts having jurisdiction in the National 
Capital Region and the Supreme Court from time to time; 

(vi) to deal with any other relevant environment issues pertaining to the National Capital Region, 
including those which may be referred to it by the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests. 

3. The Authority shall have the Jurisdiction over the National Capital Region as defined in clause 
(f) of Section 2 of the National Capital Region Planning Board Act, 1985 (2 of 1985). 

4. The Authority shall furnish a progress report about its activities atleast once in two months to 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

5. The Authority shall have its Headquarters in the National Capital Territory, Delhi. 

6. The terms and conditions of appointment of the Chairman and Members shall be as deter¬ 
mined by the Central Government from time to time.
